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Why are SO many 
Blues' fans voting 
with their feet in '95? 


HE decision to give the green light to 
f the building of a new stand at Adams 


Park will prove to be a major turning 
point in the history of Wycombe Wanderers - 
in mane ways than Orne. 

Delighted as | am that Wycombe District 
Council said “yes” to our application for plan- 
ning approval, I believe that the biggest hur- 
dle has still ta be overcome. 

The council has shown a commitment to the 
club's future - but will the Wycombe public? 

In building a new, state of the art facility 
that will provide the ultimate in safety and 
comfort, the club's board of directors has 
responded to public demand. 

We have been told many times that more 
people would come ta watch our games if 
only we could provide them decent seats. 

This season, attendances at Adams Park 
have been disappointing. Over the last five 
years, Wycomhce's gates have risen dramati- 
cally, but they now appear to have levelled 
off. 

Are the missing customers just waiting for 
the new seats to be: installed? 

The attendances graph for Wanderers’ 
home games make interesting reading. In 
season 1989/90 - our last campaign at Loakes 
Park - we averaged 1,690. The move to 
Adams Park attracted an extra thousand ‘new’ 
fans to push the 1990/91 average up to 2,800. 

In the season 1991/92, we fought 
Colchester all the way for the Conference 
title, saw attendances increase to an average 
of 3,606 and we improved on that in our pro- 
irs season, 1992/93, when we attracted 

In 1993/94 our first season in the Football 
League, we averaged 5,470 and last season, 
our first in Division Two, the figure climbed 
to 5,856, 


So far im the current campaign, our average 
attendance for league games has fallen to around 
4, 700. 

So what conclusions can be drawn? Clearly the 
move to a new stadium attracted a substantial 
number of new supporters to Wycombe 
Wanderers. 

That number increased dramatically when the 
team became successful, winning promotion in 
successive seasons. 

In the space of just five years, we attracted an 
extra 4,000 paying customers to our home games - 
a staggering achievement, 

But why has that progress apparently been halt- 
ed? Indeed, why have over a thousand of last sea- 
son's regular customers stopped coming? 

Viewing and catering facilities at Adams Park 
were improved during the summer, an experi- 
enced, high profile manager was recruited to

replace Martin O'Neill, new and expensive sign- 
ings were made to strengthen the team - but gates 
have still fallen. 

If I wanted to strike a pessimistic note, there's 
an argument for saying that we may have exhaust- 
ed our potential in terms of support. 

Perhaps there are no more than 5,000 people 
put there who want to watch Wycombe Wanderers 
on a regular basis, in which case, could the new 
stand turn into an expensive "white elephant? 

Naturally, I don't want to believe any of these 
arguments, I still have faith in the vision that this 
club will grow even bigger: in the next ten years. 

lf gates can leap from 2,000-6,000 why not 
crowds of 10,000 and more? Surely there are 
thousands of potential supporters just wailing to 
be “converted” to the Wycombe cause.

But how do we find them? And - perhaps more to 


the point at the moment, how do we hold on to the 
supporters that we've already got’ 

A successful and entertaining team is always the 
most important criteria, but it's also the hardest to 
achieve. Improved facilities will help - that's why 
we are building the new stand - and we must always 
try to provide value for money, 

The manager and players do their best to strike a 
balance between success and entertainment, The 
directors do their best to make Adams Park a com- 
fortable staduim for watching football, 

Even the local authority - sometimes a thorn in the 
side of the football club - has now shown a willing- 
ness to help. But, ultimately, the only people who 
can make Wycombe Wanderers grow bigger and 
better are the paying customers. 

Wc have a hardcore af around 4,000 loyal support- 
ers who I ami sure would still be ‘watching us if we 
were bottom of the league. 

We must teat them with the care and respect they 
deserve for they are true fans, At the same time, we 
must find ways of attracting new spectators to 
Adams Park if we are to remain ambitious and set 
our sights on a higher division. 

What is the answer, then? We'd like to hear your 
views, Are you a loyal fan who supports the team 
through thick and thin? 

Have you stopped going to Adams Park - if so 
why? And what would persuade you to come back 
again? 

Are you a potential spectator who is waiting for 
the new stand tà be built?

For the last three years my wife and | 
have been season ticket holders, but this 
season we decided against it because 1) we 
could not afford the outlay amd 2) the enter- 
talnment was poor. 

I must add we did not miss one game last 
season. This season we have the choice that 
if the games are poor we will not attend. 

We both realise money for players is 
tight, but still understand that players 
should be able to pass the ball to one anoth- 
er. | hope to see improvements on the field 
and get away from ‘hoof* foothall. 

May I suggest for one game at least you 
stand on the opposite side of the ground and 
listen to some of the comments made by 
myers who at the moment stand. 

ow al least six people around me who 
did not renew their season tickets because 
of poor quality football. 

We want to be entertained? Therefore, 
please think about the bread and butter 
supporter when pricing the seats. 

Please could you explain how the reported 
£1.4m is to be financed as it is no good hav- 
ing a lovely stadium and no money to buy 
players. 

May I close by saying that we both want 
to support Wycombe Wanderers in the 
future, but once again think very carefully 
when fixing prices next season.
